Gov. Daniel’s state Demo- 
cratic executive committee 


agreed with the Democrats of 
Texas (DOT) program for 
keeping Republicans out of 
Democratic primaries here 
Monday as Daniel called on 
Texas voters to “snow under” 
the DOT in precinct conven- 
tions July 26. 

Meeting in the Hotel Austin be- 
fore reporters and 30 or so spec- 
tators, the committee also en- 
dorsed Daniel’s modified plan for 
electing county convention dele- 
gates by direct vote in the pri- 
maries. 

Once again Daniel heatedly 
condemned DOT and its chair- 
man, Mrs. R. D. Randolph, on 
several counts. He also asked his 
opponents to grant that he was 
sincere in conceding the merit of 
precinct conventions for public 
discussion of issues and the need 
to keep Republicans from voting 
in the proposed elections of 
county convention delegates. 

The Governor also told a joke 
of a nature unusual for him. A 
district judge, whom he named, 
used to love his liquor: they say 
he used to pour some of it intv 
a lemon and drink it on the bench. 
Once, agreeing to have a drink, 
he had said, “the only time I 
turned down a drink was once 
when I misunderstood the ques- 
tion.” 

Daniel had announced May 29 
that he favors the “traditional 
right of the governor to have a 
friendly state. Democratic execu- 
tive committee.” State law pro- 
vides the selections of the sena- 
torial district caucuses at state 
conventions “shall” be the execu- 
tive committee members. DOT 
loyalists resent Daniel’s lieuten- 
ants replacing some persons se- 
lected by their caucuses, but not 
acceptable to Daniel, at the Fort 
Worth convention in 1956. 

The state Democratic commit- 
tee said the convention in San 
Antonio Sept. 9 “should be urged 
to comply with all present laws,” 
but the SDEC also “recommends 
that all party officers should be 
nominated” on the basis of their 
support of the party, its nominees, 
and “its duly elected party offi- 
cials’’ (who would include Daniel) 
and their agreement with the con- 
vention platform “and the policies 
therein applicable to the nominee 
for governor.” In other words 
SDEC and Daniel say the conven- 
tion should comply with the law 
but the nominees for the SDEC 
ought to be acceptable to Daniel. 

When John Barnhart, SDEC 
member from Beeville, sought to 
have the committee agree that the 
convention “should be required” 
to comply with all present laws, 
rather than “urged,” the SDEC 
rejected his motion. He also sub- 
mitted the proposition that “The 
nominees of the district caucuses 
shall be honored by the conven- 
tion,” but the previous question, 
proposed by SDEC member Jim 
Bailey of Houston, cut off debate 
before the matter came up. 


Mrs. LeRoyce Jones, committee 
member from Edna, presented a 
resolution inquiring who author- 
ized SDEC to hire Jake Pickle as 
director of organization, who set 
his salary, what fund he is paid 
from, and whether he “delves into 
the affairs°of the Young Demo- 
crats.”

\s inheritor of silver mines and 
ranches and the mayor of Mapimi, 
Durango, Leonidas Gonzalez was part 
of the upper class the Mexican revolu- 
tionaries lusted to destroy. His people 
were among the first colonizers Cortez 


sent from Tenochtitlan to establish 
Spanish outposts like Mapimi, in 
1534. His wife, Genoveva Barbosa- 


Prince, was the great-grand-daughter 
ot Cosmo Prince, a Scotch-Irish Pres- 
byterian who went to Mexico from 
Pennsylvania in the mid-1850’s and 
married Eliza Narro, the daughter of 
a Spanish merchant in Saltillo. 


In 1910 Leonidas Gonzalez was ar- 
rested by local revolutionaries who 
later were to team up with Pancho 
Villa. He was taken before a firing 
<quad, but a general, with whom, it 
is now remembered, the wife of 
merchant had interceded, averted the 
execution. On February 8, 1911, after 
paving some tribute to the revolu 
tionaries, Leonidas and Genoveva 
moved to San Antonio, Texas. There 
they had a girl and five boys, among 
them Henry Barbosa Gonzalez on 
May 3, 1916. 


Wealth and position sunk in the 
future, helpless in a country whose 
language he did not know Leonidas 
became general manager of La Prensa, 
a Spanish-language daily newspaper 
in San Antonio which was published 
from Feb. 13, 1913, to June 7, 1957, 
when he stepped aside. The Gonzalez 
home at 217 Upson St. was an oasis 
for Mexican intellectuals refugee 
from the turmoil. The son, Henry, 
often woke up in the night to hear 


Jose Vasconcelos hold forth, and 
orators, generals, journalists. 
At eight Henry began becoming 


“intimately acquainted with the San 
Antonio public library.” His first 
devotion was to a series of Western 
novels by an author he has forgotten. 
In time he developed his tastes in his- 
tory, biography, law, and philosophy.

Unamuno, Pio Baroja, Santayana. He 
has kept every book since his child- 
hood and now has about 3,500 of 
them, including a two-volume Brann 
he picked up for 50 cents at “Trash 
and Treasure” in Houston, on West- 
heimer near Montrose. “Every time I 
go to Houston I go over there,” he 
says. He reads every night before he 
goes to sleep——“I always make time.”

Texas ranks 33rd in per capita | 
general revenue with $112.51, | 
Texas total general revenue} 
spending in fiscal 1957 was} 
$923,033, a 9.3 percent increase 
over fiscal 1956. 

Nevada in fiscal 1957 collected | 
the most taxes per capita, $137.76, | 
and New Jersey collected the 
least, $50.92. Texas ranked 38th | 
with a per capita tax collection 
of $773.66. Texas total tax collec- | 
tion in fiscal 1957 was $658,840, 
a 5.7 increase over fiscal 1956. 

Texas in fiscal 1957 ranked 37th | 
highest in per capita det, with | 
$24.74 per citizen. Texas's total | 
debt for fiscal 1957 was $221,238, 
a 3.7 percent increase over the | 
preceding year. 

The states increased their total | 
spending between fiscal 1956 and | 
1957 three times as much as the | 
federal government did. Total |

Businessmen Want 
Sales Tax, Poll Says 


AUSTIN 
‘Texas Businessman”—a news- 
letter oriented to businessmen’s 
points of view—has. announced 
final results of its poll of its 
mostly - businessmen subscribers 
on the summer elections. The re- 
sults: 


Blakley 90 percent, Yarborough 
7 percent, for senator; Daniel 77 
percent, O’Daniel 9 percent, for 
governor; Ramsey 76 _ percent, 
Nokes 14 percent, for lieutenant 
governor; Allcorn 57 _ percent, 
Dimmitt eight percent, for land 
commissioner; White 28 percent, 
Griffin 15 percent, Kothmann 14 


percent, for agriculture commis- 
sioner (the balance in each case 
undecided). 

On taxes, the subscribers ex- 


pressed preferences in this order: 
sales taxes 80 percent, income 
taxes 35 percent, corporate taxes 
19 percent, natural resources ten 
percent. 


Surprisingly, 53 percent of the 
businessmen approved (many 


| with serious qualifications), while 
|28 percent disapproved, “the job

Don Booker, Orange, withdrew 
from the race, as Alvis Vandy- 
griff had before him, “It is easier 
for a camel to go through the 
eye of a needle than for a poor 
man to go into the office of gov- 
ernor of Texas,” Booker said.

Candidate Joe Irwin, Dallas,

scandal.” He called for a cleanup 
of insurance liquidations (his 
own American Atlas has been 
closed by the state) and for more 
old age benefits; he opposed gen- 
eral sales or state income taxes.

The state committee refused 
27-20 to place Judge Graham Pur- 
cell on the ballot against court of 


criminal appeals judge K XK. 
Woodley. Purcell has been a law- 
yer but nine years. The con- 
Stitutional requirement for the 


Supreme Court is ten years, but 
under an earlier provision, this 
also automatically increased the 
requirement for the criminal ap- 
peals court to ten years. Purcell 
maintains the voters were not ad- 
vised of this consequence when 
they increased the Supreme Court 
qualifications. The Supreme Court 
has granted Purcell permission 
to file a mandamus suit to try 
to get on the ballot.
